_ A Vile Law Proposed. 
Under the fourteenth constitutional 
amendment, which somé say was adopted, 
certain persons or classes in Kentucky and 
the South are declared incompeteat to 
pela any office, Federal or State. ‘The 
ibitory provision is not now enforced, 


and. very few if any have expected it ever 


to he. But, with a view to its enforce- 
ment, the Committee on Elections in the 
House of Representatives ‘have got up a 
bill providing that a!l votes cast for any 
candidate disfranchised by the fourteenth 
amendment shall be beld null and void, 
and that the purson receiving the most 
votes, who is eligible, shall be declared 
elected. This fs something entirely new 
in legislation or rather in contemplated 
legislation. Noting parallel to it can be 
found in the history of the legislation of 
this country or of Great Britain or of any 
other nation governed or claiming to be 
governed by laws. 

See how the provision would operate. 
The U. 5S. Constitution provides that a 
member of the House of Representatives 
shall be twenty-five years old and a Sena- 
tor. thirty. But the people cannot be ex- 

dto know the ages of their candi- 
davts, and it never ocetrred to anybody till 
now, that, if a person, not having attained 
the constitutional age, should receive a 
majority of the votes, the person having 
the next highest number should be declared 
elected. Undera rule so absurd and pre- 
posterous,& man aot having a dozen or 
half a dozea or even a quarter of a dozen 
votes might claim the certificate of election 
and take his seat. . This is simply a rascal-

principeis and teachers, note the progress and 
proficiency of the pupils, and in geaersal, aid in 
promoting that. reefprocal kindness, patience, 
and forbearance proper to be borne by teacher 
and pupil. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the legislation 
te be enacted bears but an Insignificant relation, 
in point of ime consumed, to the Trustee's duties 
ag a visitor of the schools, Since theso visits 
must be made in the hours during which evory 
business man is closely engaged, no strictly busi- 
peés Man-wone, indeed, se well asthe physician 
who ts of necessity irregularly oscupied-ean 
thoroughly discharge the duties of Sohoo) Trus- 
tees in this behalf. No physictan’s practice is 
such that he capnot devote tothe public service 
the time wecessary for legislation; and, ceterte 

, he Ils pre-eminently qualified to act asa 
visitor of the public schocis.
